TERMINOLOGY 


For Stocks & Bonds 


* Corporate Title - The name of the corporation or organization 
appears in Bold type. In order to save space we usually eliminate 
words such as “Company”, “Incorporated”, “Limited”. RR stands 
for Railroad; Rwy for Railway. 


¢ State, Territory or Country Abbreviations - The first 
parenthesis in each item description contains the abbreviation for 
the State, Territory or Country. This usually indicates where the 
company was incorporated. Standard post office two-letter 
abbreviations are used for states. “(NY)” means the company was 
incorporated in the state of New York. Note that in some cases 
the company may have been incorporated in one place, but 
actually located elsewhere. See “locations” below. 


¢ Date - The actual date the certificate was issued appears after the 
state of incorporation. When there is no date on the certificate we 
give an approximate date, and this is indicated by “ca.” preceding 
the date. When we have more than one of a particular certificate 
we may give a range of dates. 


¢ Locations are printed in italics. Sometimes a company is legally 
incorporated in one state, but has a physical presence in another 
state. “Alaska Gold Mining (NY) 1900. Nome. 10 shs.” was 
incorporated in New York, but had mines located in Nome, 


Alaska. 


¢ Stock, or Bond? - “Share”, “Shares”, “shs.” indicates a stock 
certificate. $500, $1000, $5000, etc. indicate bond 
denominations. 


¢ Bonds often have coupons (which were redeemable for interest 
payments). We use “Cu”, “Cb” or “Cs” to indicate where the 
coupons are attached. “Cu” means coupons underneath; “Cb” 
means that the coupons are bound, usually to the top of the 
certificate; “Cs” indicates there are coupons on the side. 


* Issued, Unissued, Proof, or Specimen Issued certificates have 


dates, serial numbers, denominations, and signatures all filled in. 
All certificates in this price list are issued unless otherwise stated. 
Unissued certificates may have the dates, denominations and/or 
the signatures blank. Proofs are special examples not meant for 
general use. They are printed on special “India” paper so that the 
impressions are extremely sharp. Proofs were used by the 
engravers to check their own work, and by the banknote 
companies for final approval by customers. Specimens are made 
from the regular printing plates on regular paper, and they were 
used by the banknote companies and clients for comparison 
purposes. Specimens may have serial numbers “00000”, or no 
serial numbers at all. 


Printer’s names - In the interest of saving space, we use two, 
three or four letter printer abbreviations. “ABN” (American Bank 
Note Company) is the one most often encountered, and in 
general, anything with the ABN imprint, or with the imprint of 
any of their predecessors, is of the highest quality. 


Cancellations - When stocks or bonds are redeemed, they are 
cancelled with a rubber stamp, a neat hole punch, a razor blade or 
some similar device. Neat cancellations are simply viewed as a 
normal element of the certificate. We only mention cancellations 
when they are unusual or somewhat obtrusive. The following 
abbreviations relate to cancellations: “POC” punch out cancels - 
small holes that have been punched. “Heavy POC” - larger hole 
cancels. “COC” - cut-out cancels; these may be large or 
irregularly-shaped hole cancels, made with a razor, knife or scissor. 
“CC's” - cut-cancels, slits made with a razor or special canceling 
device. “*” means not cancelled 


Grade - We have made every attempt to adhere to the same 
conservative grading standards we use in our auction catalogues. 
Most of the certificates in this price list are VF +, which stands for 
Very Fine, perhaps better. This is a clean, bright certificate with a 
few moderate folds, a grade that is more than acceptable to most 
collectors. EF means Extremely Fine. These certificates have minor 
folds, or no folds at all, and are exceptionally clean and bright.

William FE. Cody (1846-1917) left home at 
age 14 and travelled West to the gold mines of 
Colorado. In 1860, Cody was a Pony Express 
rider for a short time. During the Civil War he 
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served as a Union scout. He acquired a contract 
to hunt buffalo for the Kansas Pacific Railroad, 
and at the same time acquired the nickname 
“Buffalo Bill.” From 1872-1883, Cody produced 
and acted in a series of Western plats when he 
wasn't fighting the Indians with the Sth Cavalry. 
In 1883 Buffalo Bill and Nate Sanders teamed up 
to form Buffalo Bill’s Wild West Show. The show was inaugurated in 1883 in Omaha and entertained audiences across the country and the world 
until 1913, when Buffalo Bill sold the production. 

In 1887, when this certificate was issued, the decision to turn Buffalo Bill from an American showman to an international legend was made. 
In that year the entire show travelled to England as feature attraction at Queen Victoria’s Golden Jubilee. In all, some 18 buffalo, 181 horses, 10 
elk, 4 donkeys, 5 longhorn Texas steers, 2 deer and a Deadwood stagecoach along with 97 Indians and the rest of the cast of the Buffalo Bill's 
Wild West Show crossed the Atlantic. Over 40,000 people attended daily to experience the thrill of the American frontier. 

Nate Salsbury was an actor, author, and theatrical manager who was the pioneer of farce comedy in America. From 1884 until his death in 
1902, Salsbury was the partner of William E Cody in “Buffalo Bill’s Wild West Show.” Salsbury succeeded Cody's previous partner, Dr. A.W. 
Carver, a Western dentist and sharpshooter who lacked the organizational skills and the patience necessary to deal with Cody's enormous 
personality. Cody and Salbury complimented each other perfectly and grew wealthy together. In 1898, tired of the heavy burden of egotism, 
Salsbury convinced Jamed A. Bailey (later of the Ringling Brother and Barnum and Baily Circus) to take over some of the burdens of running the 


show. 
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While most of the images on this superb certificate are of the high quality usually associated with the American Banknote Company, the 
central portrait and the flanking figures were exacted using a different process, perhaps from plates supplied from Buffalo Bill's own advertising 
printers. 

This wonderful example is perhaps the most visually attractive certificate in all of scripophily. In the 1880's, before the advent of radio, 
television and movies, the Wild West Show was probably the most exciting form of entertainment in the world!

This enterprise was chartered in 1828, in succession to the old 
Potowmack Company.

A 
change of plan widening the canal made it impossible to finish the 
work within the constraints of the capital. By the crash of 1837, all 
of the $8 million had been spent and the canal was still 50 miles 
from Cumberland. In the meantime, President Jackson had to 
repeatedly call out the militia to restore order among the quarrelsome 
and striking workers. 

Finally, in 1850, way over budget, the canal reached 
Cumberland, whose coal mines at least offered a commercial product 
that could be carried to Washington. The company ran at a profit 
from 1860-1880, with the exception of 1877 when a great flood on 
the Potomac wrecked the works. The company got back on its feet, 
but the Baltimore and Ohio Railroad steadily drained away its 
business. It lingered until 1924, when another great flood destroyed 
the works and made reconstruction financially impossible. The 
Federal government bought the land as a park in the 1930’s.

Joseph Pulitzer (1847-1911) was born in Hungary. He 
immigrated to the United States in 1864 where he served in 
the Union army during the Civil War. He then moved to St. 
Louis, Missouri where he began working for a German 


language newspaper, the Westliche Post. In 1872 Pulitzer 
purchased the Post, then in 1878 he bought the St. Louis 
Dispatch , which he merged as the St.Louis Post-Dispatch. A 
wealthy man by 1883, he purchased the New York World from 
Jay Gould. Pulitzer shifted the paper’s focus to human 
interest stories, scandal and sensationalism. He recruited 


investigative journalist, Nellie Bly and cartoonist Richard F. 


Outcault to work for the paper helping to increase its 


circulation from 15,000 when he bought the paper to 


600,000-making it the largest paper in the country. In 1895 
William Randolph Hearst purchased the New York Journal, 


which led to a journalism war between Pulitzer’s World and 


Hearst's Journal. This war between the two just before the 


Spanish-American war would link Pulitzer’s name with the 


term yellow journalism. After the World exposed a fraudulent 
payment of $40 million by the United States to the French 
Panama Canal Company in 1909, Pulitzer was indicted for 
libeling Theodore Roosevelt and J.P. Morgan. The courts 
would eventually dismiss the charges. At his death, Pulitzer 
left Columbia University $2 million which led to the creation 
of the Columbia University Graduate School of Journalism. 
In 1917, the first Pulitzer Prizes were awarded, in accordance 
to Pulitzer’s wishes.

Zion’s Co-Operative Mercantile Institution, 
also known as ZCMI, dates back to October 16, 1867. 
The organization was established at Brigham Young’s 
demand, which conformed with long standing Church 
policy aimed at making Mormons economically 
independent of generally hostile Gentile 
(non-Mormon) inhabitants. There had been a number 
of co-operative stores before, but this was certainly the 
largest. Its charter provided for capital of $3 million 
dollars, divided into shares of $100 each. Sales were 
slow, and by 1870 there were only 1,990 shares sold 
among 600 shareholders. Alarmingly, four people 
owned no less than 1,772 of the shares, leaving 218 
shares to be distributed among the nearly 600 others. 
Since the whole purpose of establishing the 
co-operative was to sell goods uniformly throughout 
Utah at the lowest cash prices, free of Gentile 
competition, it was apparent that the firm was not 
achieving its goal. Even so, 80 or so other 
co-operatives were set up in towns outside Salt Lake 
City. To get around this problem, all merchants, 
Mormon or otherwise, were invited to subscribe their 
inventories in lieu of cash for stock. Some $450,000 
was raised in this manner despite Gentile objections. 
Branches were opened in four other cities, and to 
stretch capital, about $20,000 of co-operative currency 
was put out. When United States money became more 
available (and to avoid a clash with the Federal laws 
prohibiting private scrip) the co-operative currency 
was gradually withdrawn. Thomas Webber, who 
signed this certificate, is also found on Mormon scrip.

Washington, in common with others, held substantial lands in the Trans-Alleghany region, 

and these men combined to induce the legislatures of Maryland and Virginia to charter a 

canal company for that purpose. The Potomac Company was only the second such 

corporation in America, the Susquehanna Canal Company having been founded in the 

preceding

value of 

only $100. The shares were to be evenly divided between the citizens of Maryland and 

Virginia, with Washington getting fifty shares that were given to him gratis by the 

Commonwealth of Virginia. By May 1784, 403 shares had been sold and Washington was 

elected President with John Fitzgerald and George Gilpin among the four other 

directors. Initially, the directors wanted to build the canal and clear the river of 

obstructions only with free white labor. But despite liberal cash salaries and 

distributions of liquor, the work went slowly. As a result, Washington arranged 

for the purchase of 60 slaves and the hiring of 100 freedmen, who could be 

better controlled. By 1786, a number of snags and other obstacles had been 

removed, and work was in progress at Shenandoah Falls, Harpers Ferry, Seneca 

Falls and Great Falls. In each of these places actual canals were being built, but 

the wooden locks rotted and had to be replaced with stone. From 1785 to 

1789 and again from 1797 to 1799, before and after his presidency, 

Washington was active in the management of this firm. Progress was slow, the 

amount of capital needed proving to be much larger than expected, reaching 

$500,000 in 1815. Robert Morris and John Nicholson bought large numbers 
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of shares as part of their plans to develop their properties in the District of Columbia. Since the canal paid only one dividend for $5.50 in 1802, 
despite having opened 338 miles to navigation, ownership of the canal was not profitable. The company languished until the chartering of the 


Chesapeake and Ohio Canal Company, which took over the Potomac Company’s works.

When it was first incorporated in 1870, shares in the original Standard Oil were very tightly held. There were only five shareholders at its 
inception, and ten years later there were only forty-one. Standard Oil was the world’s largest oil refiner, controlling 90% of the U.S. Oil business 
at that time. 

John D. Rockefeller (1839-1937) was the dominant figure in the oil industry until his retirement in 1911. He started his business career 
as a bookkeeper, and by age 19 was a partner in a produce business. He began operating a small refinery with his partners, and quickly became 
alerted to the growing investment possibilities in what was then a fairly new industry. In 1870, he organized the Standard Oil Company of Ohio 
and proceeded to achieve control over 90% of the oil refineries in the country. Rockefeller had little interest in discovering oil; he left that to 
wildcatters and other speculators. He concentrated on the transportation, distribution and sale of petroleum products, building a fortune 
estimated at over a billion dollars. 


Henry Morrison Flagler (1830-1913) with J.D. Rockefeller organized the Florida East Coast Railway (1886) and built great hotel resorts 
in St. Augustine and Miami (1892-1896).

\\r In an effort to bypass certain governmental pressures 
concerning the alleged monopolistic powers of Standard Oil 
Company, the Standard Oil Trust was conceived and controlled by 
nine trustees.

The earliest known railroad bond. In the late 1820's and early 1830's the success of the Erie Canal created an atmosphere 
conducive to promoting and building more canals, and railroads as well. While small railroads could be financed though the 
sale of shares to private investors, long railroads required the cooperation, and the financial backing of larger entities. The State 
of South Carolina was one of the first to realize the economic benefits that could be gained by aiding the construction of 
railroads, and the State loaned $100,000 to the fledgling South Carolina Canal & Railroad Company (chartered in 1827) to 
build a 136-mile road from Charleston to Hamburg, which was completed in 1833. It was then the longest line in America. In 
1835, hoping to further improve the transportation of cotton from the Deep South Northward, a new railroad was chartered, 
the Louisville, Cincinnati & Charleston. In 1838, to encourage the expansion of the road to the state capital, Columbia, the 
State of South Carolina agreed to guarantee the issue of 200,000 Pounds of 5% Sterling Railroad Bonds for every $500,000 
worth of shares sold. The bonds, due in 1866, were to be sold in Europe through the Agency of the Bank of the United States. 
These are the first known state guaranteed railroad bonds. Because of the steadily worsening condition of the Bank of the 
United States, a second group of bonds was issued through a different agency, of the House of Mess. Palmer, Mackillop, Dent 
& Co. of London. In his capacity as State Comptroller, William E. Hayne signed the back of each bond. His father, Robert 
Young Hayne, signed as president of the railroad. Robert Young Hayne (1791-1839) was U. S. Senator from South Carolina 
(1823-1832) and Governor of South Carolina (1832-1834). He was noted for his brilliant debate with Daniel Webster over 
the Nullification Doctrine in the Tariff Controversy of 1832. 

As time went on the financial climate did not favor the cooperation of other states in expanding South Carolina's 
railroads. In 1844 the LCC became part of the South Carolina Railroad, which assumed the debt of the earlier company. The 
Confederate War prevented the South Carolina Rail Road from making interest payments, and in January of 1866 the bonds 
came due. Neither the State, nor the railroad could pay the principal. Instead, the bond holders were put off until 1871, and 
were asked to accept various oddly denominated Certificates of Indebtedness for any past due or future interest. In 1871 the 
South Carolina Rail Road issued 500,000 Pounds of new Sterling bonds, and exchanged them for the issues described above. 
The old bonds were cancelled and lay hidden for over a 
century until the recent discovery of a small group, said 
to have been brought in to the U.S. early in the last

On February 21, August Belmont was awarded a contract that 
gave him the responsibility of building and operating a subway in 
New York City. He was obligated to buy the cars and signal 
equipment out of his own pocket, and he agreed to spend $500,000 
to decorate the stations. Belmont immediately created the Rapid 
Transit Subway Construction Company to build the subway. Two 
years later he created the Interborough Rapid Transit Company to 
operate the completed subway. Belmont maintained a special 
director’s car, the Mineola. The sumptuous carriage was kept on a 
spur under the Belmont Hotel at 42nd and Park and was used as his 
personal intra city train. Belmont oversaw the introduction of the 
turnstile and automatic doors on the train cars. He remained

Cornelius “The Commodore” Vanderbilt (1794-1877) was an 
American financier and founder of his family’s fortune. At the age of 
16 he bought a boat and ferried passangers and goods between 
Staten Island and Manhatten. He later made a fortune in the steamship business, earning himself the nickname “Commodore.” In 1862 he sold 
his ships and turned to financing railroads, where he amassed a greater fortune estimated at $100,000,000 making him one of the richest men of 
his time. Accessory Transit was organized by Vanderbilt to move passangers and freight to the West Coast through Nicaragua. Vanderbilt hired 
C.K. Garrison as his agent through San Fransisco, and Charles Morgan as his agent in New York. 

Shortly after this bond was issued came the “war of the three commodores,” between Charles Morgan, Cornelius Vanderbilt and George 
Law. Accessory Transit competed openly with the Law-Aspinwall mail subsidy line. Morgan and Garrison, on the other hand, manipulated the 
Transit’s stock in such a way that they profited while Vanderbilt lost heavily. Vanderbilt is said to have stormed at them, “I will not sue you 
because the law takes too long. I will ruin you.” 

Vanderbilt did manage to unseat Morgan and Hoyt from the board of directors, but another headache immediately developed in the form 
of William Walker, who invaded Nicaragua with the support of Morgan and his Associate! William Walker made himself President of Nicaragua. 
In order to get the money needed to keep a 1200 man army together, he took sides in the in-fighting within Accessory Transit Company. 
Foolishly backing those who had double crossed Commodore Vanderbilt, Walker confiscated the company assets and handed them over to the 
insurgent faction. Vanderbilt retaliated with a blockade, cutting Walker off from reinforcements while inciting the neighboring states. Vanderbilt 
sent mercenaries to Costa Rica, where they obtained a small force of native troops to attack Walker. As a result Walker suffered defeat and had to 
flee in May 1857. Vanderbilt was then back in business with Nicaragua.

The discovery of gold in California in 1849 had a dramatic 
impact on America’s maritime industry. For a short time, any hull 
that would float was pressed into action, but as time went on, 
passengers, and merchants with high priority freight shipments 
offered to pay enormous premiums for fast, reliable transportation 
between New York & San Francisco. The owners of the most 
successful packet lines were centered in New York, and they turned 
to New York shipbuilders for new and faster ships. 

One of the leading shipbuilders of this era was William Henry 
Webb (1816-1899). He built his first ship in 1840. Constantly 
improving his designs and construction methods throughout the 
following decade, and in response to the demands of the Gold Rush 
(“to solve the problem of combined speed, capacity, and strength”) 
Webb developed some of the greatest sailing ships the world had ever 
seen, the clipper ships. Between 1850 and 1853 he built the 
Challenge, Comet, Young America, Celestial, Gazelle, Swordfish, 
Invincible and Flying Dutchman. By the 1860’s Webb's East River 
shipyard employed over 1,000 workmen building steamships, 
warships and sailing vessels of the highest quality. 

Webb was also engaged in running steamship lines to 
California, Hawaii, New Zealand and Australia. Central American 
Transit was Webb’s California steamship line, and in 1865, when this 
certificate was issued, it was represented by the S.S. Moses Taylor, a 
246-foot, 1,372 ton steamboat captained by James H. Blethen.

Accordingly, Santa Anna had these bonds engraved, promising 
payment on the basis of real estate in Mexico that had been 
confiscated over ten years before. The proceeds were less than 
expected and his agents stole much of the money which Santa Anna 
needed to buy guns and hire soldiers. The Federal Government then 
got wind of his proposed expedition; the navy captured his ship and 
he was lodged in an American prison. Only after Juarez had 
reasserted his control over all of Mexico was Santa Anna released. 
Years later, when Santa Anna had gone blind and his death was 
clearly approaching, the Mexicans allowed him to return to Mexico. 


His only monument is one at Vera Cruz, where he lost a leg fighting 
the French.

During 1861 and 1862, the Confederates, thanks to 
the blockade and the failure of Secretary Memminger to take 
steps to run ships through it or use his authority under Act of 
May 16, 1861 to negotiate a foreign loan, ran out of foreign 
exchange with which to make urgent purchases of weapons 
and supplies in Europe. As the Confederacy had purchased 
or received thousands of bales of cotton, it was proposed to 
use these certificates as collateral by pledging them in Europe 
in exchange for a loan. These certificates were prepared, and 
promised to pay 20 bales of cotton at 5 Pence sterling per 
pound up to six months after peace between the Confederate 
States and the United States. If the cotton was not claimed 
by then, these certificates became mere $1000 bonds bearing 
6% interest. 

The price at which cotton was offered was about 11 
cents per pound, when the market rate was nearly twice that 
sum. It was hoped that the profit that would come from such 
a purchase would be an incentive for the British and French 
to lend the treasury about $1.5 million. 

Accordingly, 1000 certificates payable at the Gulf ports 
of New Orleans and Mobile (Cr.114, B-151) and another 
500 certificates payable at Charleston and Savannah (Cr.115, 
B-152), were prepared and shipped to Europe. But James 
Spense, who was supposed to sell them, failed to do so, and 
the Erlanger Loan intervened and the certificates were never 
sold. Subsequently, they lay in the Erlanger Bank archives but 
most were destroyed around 1964, when the Erlanger Bank 
was sold and its records disposed of.

The main institution for financing the Zionist Organization’ activities in 
Israel was founded in London in 1920 and officially registered in Britain a 
year later. In 1926, the headquarters of Keren Hayesod were moved to 
Jerusalem. Keren Hayesod is headed by a board of trustees, appointed by 
the Zionist Executive and the Jewish Agency. In addition to financing the 
activities of the Jewish Agency, Keren Hayesod undertook to support 
educational projects and to provide financial assistance for development 
and settlement. Most revenues come from fundraising. In the past, funds 
were raised through the sale of bonds such as these. Keren Hayesod 
collects donations in almost all countries with a Jewish community, either 
directly or through volunteers. Until the establishment of the state, Keren 
Hayesod financed activities of the yishuv relating to immigration and 
absorption, settlement, defense, development of water resources and 
public works. It aided major economic enterprises such as the Palestine 
Electric Company and the Palestine Potash Company at the Dead Sea. 
When the country gained its independence, many functions that had 
been handled by Keren Hayesod were transferred to the Jewish Agency. 
Keren Hayesod then concentrated on the financing of immigration, 
absorption and settlement.

Bedford Pim is best remembered for leading the daring sledge rescue 
of the crew of the HMS Investigator that was stuck in the Arctic. 
The “Kingdom” of Poyais arose from a complicated series of claims 
to the Adantic coast of Central America. The Spanish claimed the 
whole area, but British timber cutters disputed this claim. In 1655, 
the British secured a treaty giving them a protectorate over the 
Mosquito Indians. The British recognized their Chief as a “king”. 
This arrangement suited the Indians, who sought protection from 
Spanish rule. In 1820, a Scottish adventurer, Gregor MacGregor, 
provided military services to the “King,” who gave away a large part 
of his realm. Anxious to make good his claims, MacGregor 
desperately tried to get people to settle in his unpopulated domain so 
that he could defend it. In the Clayton-Bulwar Treaty of 1850, 
Britain renounced its protectorate and the Poyais and Mosquito 
Kingdoms disappeared.

Dan Collier was born in Cincinnati, where his father owned a 
shoe factory, and his interest in collecting began. He started 
collecting coins and stamps as a boy, and as he grew up his 
interests broadened.

After graduation, Dan joined the 
US Army in military intelligence, studied in Africa at the 
University of Dakar in Senegal, and served a tour in Vietnam as a 
specialist in history on the staff of General Westmoreland.

collected indigenous art in both places. Following his Army career, 

he earned a Master's degree at American University and taught international relations at West 

Point.

After leaving the Army, Dan joined the Wall Street firm Carl Marks & Co., specialists in 

foreign securities. He learned the history of many foreign loans and created an impressive 

collection of financial history objects, including sovereign bonds from many countries.

In retirement, Dan continued as a dealer in 


all the objects he had collected, attending auctions and shows, and trading fairly actively. His 


interests in later years were Black history, the "Sixties" and the Beat generation, collecting 
significant material in those areas. Dan did not speak about his health issues, and his death in 
April 2007 was a great surprise to the dealer /collector community. He will be missed by many.

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HINTS FOR BIDDING 


idding in auctions can sometimes be a real 

challenge, but bidding by mail presents its own 

set of issues. Many dealers and collectors are not 

able to appear at auction in person, yet want to 
participate in the bidding process. Experience has taught us 
ways to minimize frustrations, and maximize results for 
those bidding by mail, and we would like to share some of 
those ideas with you. Here are the questions we are asked 
most often, and some of the suggestions we have made to 
bidders submitting mail bids. We think they will save you 
time and money, as well as help you win lots you might 
otherwise miss. 


“I can't come to your office to view lots, but I want to 
know more about a particular lot before I bid on it.” 


Lots are available to be viewed at the times and places 
posted in the front of the catalogue. We often bring lots to 
conventions, and there is no better way to learn about 
numismatics or scripophily than to attend a convention, 
view auction lots, and talk to dealers and collectors. But if 
you cant view items personally, here is how we can help you 
get a better idea of what you are bidding on: 


1) Call us, and we will be happy to have one of our 
experts describe any lot you ask about. 

2) We can arrange to copy most items and we will FAX 
or mail the copies to you at a nominal charge. We 
can also scan items and email images. 

3) Ifyou have established credit with us, we may be able 
to ship lots to you for direct viewing. 


Please realize that requests for phone assistance, for copies or 
for shipping lots directly to you must be arranged well in 
advance of the closing date of the sale, and that a cost may 
be charged for these services.

By Fax or Mail 


There are many Agents who will personally execute your 
bids at live auctions. Typically there is a fee for this service, 
but it is an excellent way to participate if you prefer not to 
bid directly with the auction house and do not want to bid 
through eBay Live.

Every auction there are numerous disappointed bidders who 
relied on the mail to get their bids to us on time. We cannot 
emphasize enough the need to check with us to ensure that 
your bid has arrived on time.

The Terms of Sale state that bids less than 60% of the 
estimate will not be accepted.
